aud familiar than that of an epitaph. 
His name was Lemuel Franklin Force. 
To the public of his native city he had

July—a perennial topic of bis lighter 
moments.

Paris, April 22.—After a notable ser­ 
vice of nearly eight years in the direc­ 
tion of foreign affairs Theophile I)el- 
casse has informed President of th*; 
Council Rouviere of his desire and in­ 
tention to resign. 
This announcement 
I came as a surprise and shock to M. 
1 Delcasse’s colleagues of the cabinet 
who immediately took steps to en­ 
deavor to secure a reconsideration of 
his determination. 
A cabinet council was held and it 
was the unanimous determination of 
the council that the Interest of the 
country at this particular time requires 
that M. Delcasse retain the portfolio 
of foreign affairs. 
The president of 
the council voicing the wishes of the 
president and Mr. Loubet and the 
ministers, earnestly besought M. Del­ 
casse to retain his place in the cab­ 
inet. 
It Is evident that M. Rouviere’s 
earnest appeal caused M. Delcasse to 
waver In his determination and it is 
believed that he will yield to the in­ 
sistence of President Loubet and the 
president of the council. 
The motives leading up to M. Del­ 
casse’s sudden determination to re­ 
tire from the cabinet are primarily 
attributed 
to internal controversies 
over the Moroccan question; and this 
to some extent has been accentuated 
by similar controversies over French 
neutrality in the far east. 
The oppo­ 
sition has been quick to seize upon 
both questions and headed by Social­ 
ists and Nationalists, have directed 
their criticism against M. Delcasse. 
The Socialist criticisms have been 
particularly vehement during recent 
days on the Moroccan question and 
this appears to have finally decided 
M. Delcasse to surrender the question 
into other hands. 
P is felt that his 
retirement now would be hailed In 
Germany as a German triumph and 
this is one of the main considerations 
leading M. Rouviere to earnestly ap­ 
peal to M. Delcasse to remain in the 
foreign office. 
The announcement concerning M. 
Delcasse’s intention to resign Is but 
one of many incidents in a time of j 
much anxiety throughout government 
quarters. 
Following close upon the 
heels of the complications with Ger­ 
many over Morocco the Franco-Jap- 
anese incidents has suddenly assumed 
serious proportions and unusual en­ 
ergy was shown in preventing its 
embroiling France in complications 
In the far east, 
In order to secure 
definite co-operation 
between these 
departments of the government, name­ 
ly naval, colonial and foreign, a con­ 
ference was 
held 
between 
leading 
representatives of each department. 
This brought about a clear under­ 
standing regarding the measures nec­ 
essary for the maintenance of neutral­ 
ity of Indo-Chinese waters and orders 
were sent to Governor General Beau 
to specifically report the exact loca­ 
tion of the Russian Pacific squadron 
and whether it had or had not been 
withdrawn from French waters. 
Com­ 
munications with St. Pe'ersburg led 
to orders Icing transmitted by the 
Russian government to Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky 
to vigorously respect 
the neutrality of French waters. 
It 
was even stated that Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff would carry the question 
before Emperor Nicholas in order to 
assure complete respect of neutrality. 
Probably the most significant de­ 
velopment from the energetic meas­ 
ures adopted was the receipt of a 
dispatch from Saigon saying that im­ 
perative orders had been given for 
the disarmament of the Russian crui­ 
ser Diana which sought refuge In tho 
harbor of Saigon e ight months ago for 
the purpose of repairing. 
The main 
portion of the Diana’s machinery must 
now be handed over to the French 
naval authorities at Saigon, 
It 
is 
stated at the foreign office that no 
representations of any kind have been 
presented by Great Britain concerning 
neutrality, 
At the sam*' time it is 
anticipated that some sach represen­ 
tations will bo made. 
Tho fact that 
the British ambassador has given up 
his Easter holidays and returned to 
Paris last night, after a conference 
with Foreign Secretary Lansdowne , 
appears to support this view. 
How­ 
ever, the cordial relations existing 
between France and Cr; at Britain 
would doubt loss modify ant represen­ 
tations so aa to relieve them from 
serious significance. Anything like an 
energetic protest from Great Britain 
at this t ime would be deeply wounding 
to France who relies on the Anglo- 
French entente as 
, 1 counterpoise to 
Germany's menaces over Morocco.

the facial Democrats, while the repre­ 
sentatives of the Socialist press char- 
acterizf -i the platform generally, and 
especially the plank regulating tac­ 
tics, a3 (.ishy-v a thy, and announced 
that tho plan cf organized meetings 
and parades in every city and indus­ 
trial center of Russia on May 14 to 
which they were unable to gain the 
concurrence of other elements, will 
be carried out regardless of the con­ 
gress.
